General  health  in  Gcalby  throughout  the  year  was  good,  the 
area  being  fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  which 
was  prevalent  throughout  the  county  in  July,  August  and  September. 
Precautions  were  taken  including  cancellation  of  permits  for  siting 
of  food  bins  in  public  highways. 


Construction  of  the  additional  reservoir  commenced  during 
the  year  and  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  building  of  the 
filtration  plant.  No  serious  complaints  were  received  about  discolor¬ 
ation  of  the  water  supply.

Conditions  generally  have  been  good.  Special  attention  has 
been  paid  to  all  complaints,  and  these  have  been  remedied  without 
recourse  to  legal  action.  Rat  infestation  has  been  dealt  with,  and 
bait  and  suitable  poisons  have  been  issued.  Collection  of  refuse  has 
been  maintained  weekly,  except  for  the  outlying  properties  where 
collection  is  made  monthly.  During  the  year  the  following  food  stuffs 
were  surrendered f or  destruction,  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.
